RABIES HAS APPEARED AGAIN 

Hoard of Health Takes Steps to Pre¬ 
vent Spread of the Disease and 
Infection of Human Beings 

The prompt muzzling of all dogs 
with wire muzzles has been ordered 
by the Board of Health in view oi 
the re-appearance of rabies in Sierra 
Madre. "Laddie," the fine collie be¬ 
longing lo Miss Coffey, became af¬ 
fected at some time and the disease 
became evident recently in (he dog s 
actions. He was killed and subse¬ 
quent examination proved the pres¬ 
ence of the disease. Other dogs 
which he was known to have bitten 
weie killed as a precautionary 
measure. 

Where the disease comes from i; 
impossible to deie mine on account 
of the indefinite length of time r< 
quiied for symptoms to develop afte, 
infection. But it seems to be a case 
where no one can afford to temporize. 
As a matter of protection to every 
one, and especially to children, it is 
incumbent upon all owners of dogs 
to meet the requirement, of the law 
promptly. Fortunately the dog popu¬ 
lation is only about a quarter of wind 
it was six months ago. The require 
meat or wire muzzles is a good one, 
leather muzzles proving wholly in¬ 
adequate.

THE MAKING OF A TELESCOPE 

In the October Harper's Monthly 
Prof. George W. Ritchey writes en¬ 
tertainingly of the ‘‘Making of a 
Great Telescope." Prof. Ritchey, as 
every one knows, is the superinten¬ 
dent of construction of the Carnegie 
Observatory on Mt. Wilson. I nder 
his direction the (70-inch reflecting 
telescope, the greatest in the world, 
was built. He also has charge of 
the building of the 100-inch tele¬ 
scope for which a glass is now being 
cast in France. Many of the things 
related in this article were told in 
his lecture given in Sierra Madre 
last spring. .Doubtless a good many 
of his hearers would like to refresh 
their memories on some points of 
that lecture and this article fur¬ 
nishes a fine chance.

W. Jackson, A. S. Mead, J. L. Dunn,

Grief arguments by the attorneys the 
jury was locked up in the back room 
of the City Hall, from which place 
they soon reported an agreement, as 
above noted. Notice of appeal was 
riled later by Attorney Spencer and 
Grand, has indicated lis intention of 
fighting the case to the limit, it is 
said, if it costs hint a couple of hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars.

Dr. Hewetson was of Scottish des¬ 
cent, was born in Canada, edu at . 
for the medical profession in the 
medical schools of McGill and Johns 
Hopkins Universities, acted as assis: 
ant to Dr. Osier, and left Baltimore 
with a well earned reputation as a 
student. His health unfortunately 
prevented him from ever getting i ate 
active practice. He had hosts o 
friends both inside and outside c 
the medical profession. They wih 
all mourn the loss of one who was 
endeared to them by his upright char¬ 
acter, genial courtesy and loyal 
friendship.

EXAMINATIONS 

FOR RANGERS 

FOREST SERVICE NEEDS MEN 

Something About Qualifications Re¬ 
quired and Work Expecte . 
of Applicants 

The Civil Service Commission will 
hold an examination for Assistant 
Forest Ranger on October 2 4-25, 
1910. The U. S. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture estimates that 400 eligibles 
will be needed during the field sea¬ 
son of 1911. Assistant Forest Ran¬ 
gers are paid an entrance salary of 
$1,100 per annum. 

The examination will be held at 
National Forest headquarters in 
Alaska, Arizona, California, Colo¬ 
rado, Florida, Idaho, Kansas, Michi¬ 
gan, Minnesota, Montana, Nebraska, 
New Mexico, Nevada, Oregon, South 
Dakota, Washington, and Wyoming. 
No examinations will be held in Ar¬ 
kansas, Oklahoma, and Utah, except 
at Kanab, Utah, the headquarters of 
the Kaibab National Forest. Since 
all of the Kaibab Forest is in Ari¬ 
zona, residents of Arizona will, un¬ 
der the law, have preference in ap¬ 
pointments for this Forest. 

Forest Rangers must be, when 
practicable, citizens of the State or 
Territory in which the National For¬ 
est on which they are to be appoint¬ 
ed is situated. In the States in 
which no examinations are to be 
held there is still a sufficient list of 
eligibles to make the holding of an¬ 
other examination unnecessary. 

The requirements and duties of 
Forest Rangers are thus described in 
“The Use Book," which contains the 
regulations and instructions for the 
use of the National Forests: 

“A ranger of any grade must be 
thoroughly sound and able-bodied, 
capable of enduring hardships and 
performing severe labor under try¬ 
ing conditions. He must be able to 
take care of himself and his horses 
in regions remote from settlement 
and supplies. He must be able to 
build trails and cabins, ride, pack, 
and deal tactfully with all classes of 
people. He must know something 
ol land surveying, estimating and 
scaling timber, logging, land laws, 
mining, and the livestock business. 

“Un some forests the ranger must 
be a specialist in one or more of 
these lines of work. Thorough fa¬ 
miliarity with the region in which he 
seeks employment, including its 
forest and industrial conditions, is 
usually demanded, although lack of 
this may be supplied by experience 
in similar regions. 

‘The examination of applicants is 
along the practical lines indicated 
above, and actual demonstration, by 
performance, is required. Invalids 
seeking out-of-door employment 
need not apply. Experience, not 
book education, is sought, although 
ability to make simple maps and 
write intelligent reports upon ordi¬ 
nary forest business is essential. 

“For duty in some parts of Ari¬ 
zona and New' Mexico the ranger 
must know enough Spanish to eon-

duct Forest business with Mexicans. 

“Where saddle horses or pack 
horses are necessary in the perform¬ 
ance of their duty, rangers are re¬ 
quired to own and maintain them. 
The Forest Service furnishes no per¬ 
sonal or horse equipment. 

“Rangers execute the work of the 
National Forests under the direction 
of Supervisors. Their duties include 
patrol to prevent fire and trespass, 
estimating, surveying, and marking 
timber, the supervision of cuttings, 
and similar work. They issue minor 
permits, build cabins and trails, 
oversee grazing business, investigate 
claims, report on applications, and 
report upon and arrest for violation 
of Forest laws and regulations. 

The examination will consist of 
questions regarding the use of the 
Forest, supplemented by a field test 
to show the applicant’s fitness to do 
the actual work of a Ranger.

tary of state was forwarded to tnat 
office this week. The petition was 
to nominate Associate Justice \\ il- 
liam P. James as a candidate to suc¬ 
ceed himself on the bench of the 
District Court of Appeal for the Sec¬ 
ond District, which sits at Los An¬ 
geles. The petition was made up of 
5500 signature slips, and exceeded 
the minimum number required by 
more than 1200. Heading the big 
petition were the signatures of 550 
members of the bar of Los Angeles 
County, this number, embracing 
practically all of the active practi¬ 
tioners, of all political faiths and fav 
tions. For many years Judge James 
has occupied a place on the bench 
in this county. He was last the 
judge of Department One of the Su¬ 
perior Court of Los Angeles County, 
and while sitting in that court was 
transferred by appointment to the 
District Court of Appeal. It was 
found that, notwithstanding the poli¬ 
tical parties had made no nomina¬ 
tion for the place, the law evidently

ord of many years of service on the 
bench, and is known as an unbiased 
and capable judge. He was first ap¬ 
pointed to the Superior Court bench 
of Los 'Angeles county by Governor 
Pardee.and after serving the appoin¬ 
tive term, was elected by the people 
to fill a full term of six years. When 
Justice Taggart of the District Court 
of Appeal died this year, the mem¬ 
bers of the bar and the business com¬ 
munity generally urged Judge James 
to permit his name to be presented 
with their endorsement for appoint¬ 
ment. To this request he. with some 
reluctance, acceded, for the accept¬ 
ance of the appointment to the Dis¬ 
trict Court of Appeal required that 
he resign his position on the superior 
bench, where his term would have 
been continued for two more years 
The general endorsement in support 
of Judge .James brought him the ap¬ 
pointment to fill the vacancy so occa¬ 
sioned by Judge Taggart’s death, 
which position he has since- filled 
and is now holding. Owing to an

In both instances it was demon¬ 
strated that the public can be relied 
upon to take intelligent and vigorous 
action if all the tacts concerning 
a situation are submitted for their 
consideration. it is believed that 
putting the case clearly before tne 
people will result in the necessary 
legal steps being taken by county 
supervisors which will insure con¬ 
certed squirrel eradication measures 
on the part of land holders. 

“The State Board ot Health has 
sent out letters to all county ana 
city administrative officers calling 
their attention to the special law lor 
the extermination of rodents, and 
suggesting plans lor work during the 
winter. The Federal government 
will probauly select some one county 
as a point for beginning its attack, 
banta Clara county may be selected 
because it constitutes part oi tne only 
land route tor squirrels from in¬ 
fected counties to San braucisco, 
and because two cases of human 
plague have occurred in that vicinity 
during the past four months—a 
Mexican dying of bubonic plague pre¬ 
sumably contracted from squirrels in 
June, 19 lu, near Hollister, San Be¬ 
nito county, and a young American 
woman contracting the disease at 
Coyote, Santa Clara county, on 
August 25. The latter patient will 
recover. 

“This last case may be taken to 
illustrate the possibilities of iniec- 
tion by iieas from diseased squirrels. 
The victim is a young woman 18 
years oi age who lived in a district 
surrounded by large grain fields 
which have been louna by Feueral 
field workers to be infested by bu¬ 
bonic plague infected squirrels. This 
girl frequently went with her father 
to the field where there are numer¬ 
ous squirrel burrows, and it is pre¬ 
sumed that she was bitten by fleas 
from some of the diseased rodents. 
,"Upon the death of a diseased squir¬ 
rel the iieas leave the body and 
search for a new host. If the new 
host happens to be a person instead 
of another rodent there is danger 
that bubonic plague infection will 
follow. 

“The devastation of crops of all 
kinds by ground squirrels has always 
been a serious handicap in the de¬ 
velopment of agriculture in this 
State, and it is believed that farmers 
will promptly popularize a move¬ 
ment that will relieve them from an 
economic scourge of long standing 
and at the same time protect their 
families from the dangers of dis¬ 
ease."
